As you can see, Science Fiction Projects are the t: 
most often oe but are also the hardest to get on the 
screen. Perhaps the studio powers-that-be are least com- 
fortable with SF because they understand it the least. 
Horror seems to be more popular with movie audiences 
than with TV perhaps because of programming censor- 
ship and Broadcast Practices & Standards. A Horror film 
appears to stand the best chance of getting off the ground 
because everyone seems to think they can make one. More 
ae than not the result is merely a homibie, not a horror, 


Most of the SF movies are usually original screenplays 
which means that the screenwriter also thinks up the 
story as well as writes the script. The problem here is that 
you probably have more fingers on your 2 hands than there 
are science fiction (defined as members of SFWA) writers 
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in the Writer’s Guild of America West. These include 
Harlan Ellison, David Gerrold, Theodore Sturgeon, 
Robert Bloch, and precious few others. 

The good news is if you subtract the 125 Released SF 
Movies from the 701 Announced Projects and investigate 
the remaining 576 Unreleased SF Projects you will find 
that fully 57 of them are based on stories by bonafide SF 
Authors.And 51/576=8.9%. In other words nearly 10% of 
the upcoming SF movies stand a good chance of bringing 
to the screen the books & stories SF fans have read & lov- 
ed for years. 

The following is an organized look at the names of some 
of these 51 stories we may look forward to. The list is as ac- 
curate as possible and can be interpreted to mean that the 
property mentioned was under option to produce at some 
time in the past 5 years. - 

We begin with Arthur C. Clarke: Starting in the Oceans 
with Dolphin Island & The Deep Range we head for space 
with the orbital tower of Fountains of Paradise and sur- 
vive a Lunar accident in A Fall of Moondust. There is also 
the possibility that Childhood’s End may become a 
theatrical rather than a TV project. 

Issac Asimov’s Nightfall will bring panic to a world of 
multiple suns & there will be robots galore in The 
Bicentennial Man (if Limelight Prod. is to be believed), 
Caves of Steel, and I, Robot, to be produced by Warner 
Bros. with Irvin Kershner directing. For more robots 
check out Adam Link by Eando Binder. 

A somewhat deadlier variety of robots will come from 
Philip K. Dick in a movie titled CLAW with a screenplay 
by Dan O’Bannon. It is based on the short stoy “Second 
Variety”. We see robot animals in BLADE RUNNER 
(not the Alan E. Nourse story) which is the current movie 
title of Dick’s Do Androids Dream of Electric Sheep? with 
Ridley Scott directing. Finally for Dick, Dan O'Bannon 
has written Total Recall based on ‘‘I. Can Remember It for 
You Wholesale”. ) 

Other mysteries of the mind will be seen in Charly IT 
and Alfred Bester’s The Demolished Man.Messiahs & 
mind power in the Frank Herbert classic DUNE. 

We may see Ted Sturgeon’s The Dreaming Jewels & 
More Than Human as well as Kurt Vonnegut’s Player 
Piano & Sirens of Titan. 

Two HGWells classics are being considered, Man Who 
Could Work Miracles & The War of The Worlds as 
musicals! 

The famous Scientologist L. Ron Hubbard may have 
something old and something new. Ole Doc Methuselah & 
Revolt in the Stars. 

From the borderland of fantasy & science fiction we 
have from Roger Zelaznys Dream Master, Lord of Light 
& Courts of Chaos. From Anne McCaffrey The Ship Who

Wizard of Earthsea from Ursula K. LeGuin and Number 
of the Beast by Robert Heinlein.

My next recollection isn’t much better: DANTE’S IN- 
FERNO. A helluva picture, imported from Italy, but 
where would you store or display hellfire & brimstone? 
Well, I might’ve se relpo a pitchfork or, come to think of 
it, today we collect Mr. Spock’s ears-I might’ve opted for 
adevil’s horns or a tail. But you gotta forgive me because, 
like T say, I was only 5%.

Automaton, the original METROPOLIS robotrix, when 
she was new in 1927, or a prop from Rotwang’s Mad Lab! 
How about the evil eye of the Cat from THE CAT & THE 


CANARY? One of the Jn phe from 7 FOOTPRINTS 
TO SATAN? One of Marce: do’s 49 dinosaurs from 
THE LOST WORLD or the model of the Tower Bridge in 


London? How about the ape suit from Lon une 
UNHOLY 3? Conrad Veidt’s false teeth from THE M 
WHO LAUGHS? Ah, yes there were fabulous collectors’ 
items in those days! There are only 3 or 4 known posters of 
METROPOLIS extant and the lastime I heard of a price 
put on one it was around $20,000. 
I myself started collecting fantasy filmaterila when I 
was 14 years old. For my birthday in 1930 my maternal 
idmother me a dozen stills from JUST IM- 
RGINE, the futuristic film of the hour that looked ahead 
to the unimaginably distant year of 1980. The stills show- 
ed aerial views of the towering spires of future New York, 
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Artist: John Deerstyne 
This explosive and colorful one-sheet art was far 
superior to the film. 


built in a zeppelin hangar: a rocket that went to Mars; 
Martians; a fabulous Kenneth Strickfaden elec- 
tricalaboratory; and other fascinating glimpses of the 
Shapes of Things to Come. Those 12 stills cost my grand- 
mother $1.30--10° apiece for the pictures, 5‘ a ride for the 
streetcar in both directions, out to the National Screen 
Service and back. I wouldn't sell those stills today for love 
or money but I lease them to architectural, futurist & sci-fi 
magazines & nostalgia movie bookmakers for $50 a shot. 
During my lifetime I have never known a movie prop or 
item of memorabilia to decrease in value. 

-So with a concrete piece of the future in my 
feverish 14-year-old hands I was off & running. Run- 
ning to the National Screen Service for more.Fotos 
from FRANKENSTEIN & DRACULA, KING 
KONG & SON OF KONG, THE BLACK CAT & 
THE RAVEN, SHE & THE INVISIBLE MAN (now 
there was a pair--she couldn't see him and he couldn't 
see a woman old enough to be his great-great-great- 
great-great-great-grandmother), BUCK ROGERS & 
FLASH GORDON, TARZAN & TARZAN AND 
HIS MATE...And pressbooks--I got interested in col- 
lecting them too. Why I never thought of posters & 
lobbycards at the time I'll never know--but I've wish- 
ed a thousand times I had HGWells’ time machine so 
i! eae travel back to the 30s and rectify that over- 
sight! 

By 1958 I had approximately 30,000 stills and un- 
countable quantities of clippings, pressbooks, 
onesheets, etc, from imagi-movies. All the sci-fi & fan- 
tasy magazines from all around the world; hardcover 
books, paperbacks, comix. And then I did a terrible 
thing: I edited the first issue of the world’s first 
filmonster periodical FAMOUS MONSTERS OF 
FILMLAND, now in its 166th issue--and created my 
own Frankenstein. After the first edition of 125,000 
copies was sold out and we went back to press with 
another 75,000, I would never again have the imagi- 
movie collecting field all to myself. I loosed a genera- 
tion of hydra-headed monsters on the world with ap- 
petites like famished dinosaurs. They descended on 
their local Screen Services like swarms of demented 
locusts, they gave theater managers Excedrin 
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headaches before Excedrin was invented. Suddenly 
there were no stills or pressbooks or anything else 
irom the classics when a movie house wanted to re- 
run one. When, today, you try to get anything from 
the oldtime sources and they shoo you away, you are 
looking at the culprit responsible. I allow 5 minutes 
for boo’s in this portion of the speech but since we are 
running late and you are all anxious to get on with the 
auction, I will simply request that if you throw eggs, 
please make them dinosaurs’ eggs or a roc’s egg or an 
ymir’s--I could use them in my collection. 

In 1932 I wrote the first article on the first page of the 
first science fiction fanzine. It basically consisted of a list 
of the then-known 34 science fiction & fantasy films. By 
1972 that list had multiplied to somewhere in the 
neighborhood of 25,000 worldwide titles and thanks to the 
indefatigable work of Walt Lee & Bill Warren those titles 
have been recorded in the legendary Reference Guide to 
Fantastic Films. Nearly 10 years later God knows how 
much that list has grown and George Burns could not be 
contracted at show time to tell us. But all those films have 
spawned an incredible number of Collectibles, a choice 
selection of which have been assembled here today by 
young Charles Band who, when he was even younger, liv- 
ed in Italy where he religiously read a weird American 
magazine called FAMOUS MONSTERS edited by a 
weird Los Angeles-born movie fan & memorabilia collec- 
tor named Forrest Ackerman, whom he dreamed of 
meeting one day. Last week, for the firstime, his 
nightmare materialized, and eventuated in my addressing 
you now. 

One last brief bit of history & then On With The Show. 

Many years ago when the group of artisans known as 
Project Unlimited split up, they had a 9 to 5 auction of 
aliens from the TV series Outer Limits, dinosaurs from 
DINOSAURS, and other highly desirable Collectibles. 
Some years later, the late George Pal’s Time Machine was 
purchased at the famous MGM auction; portraits of 
Dorian Grey went to the highest bidder; a fan walked 
off with a submarine under his arm from MYSTER— 
IOUS ISLAND of 1929. A little later 20th Century- 
Fox followed suit & I sat in the auction audience 
with $500 in my hands from a collector 3000 miles a- 
way who had commissicned me to purchase for him, a 
pet prop from one of the PLANET OF THE APES series. 

Today, it all comes together. In the toddlin’ town that 
has supported a science fiction club for over 2000 
meetings since 1934; which has held as high as 43 sci-fi & 
fantasy conventions in a single year; which has created a 
Science Fiction Film Academy, a Count Dracula Society 
anda Sci-Fi & Horror Hall of Fame; which has given us all- 
time blockbusters such as STAR WARS, EXORCIST, 
CLOSE ENCOUNTERS, ALIEN, EMPIRE STRIKES 
BACK; we now (you should excuse the expression) Strike 
Up the Band and demonstrate that ‘‘Auctions Speak 
Louder Than Words’.

(District of Chills?), their purpose being to help ‘‘those who are fed 
up with seeing a zipper down a monster’s back, wires holding up fly- 
ing saucers, tiny flashlights used as rayguns, and growling crayfish 
Superimposed on film,’’ according to President Randall Harris. The 
club, in its first meeting, selected HG Wells as the best author, and 
WAR OF THE WORLDS as the best sf film, with Lon Chaney Sr. as the 
best actor. Christopher Lee was chosen best contemporary actor. 
*The Haunt Ads declaimed the following artifacts: SCREEN WHIRL 
magazine was soliciting purchasers, at 25‘ per copy...Jean Rankin of 
Glasgow, Scotland, was searching for photos of Anton Diffring, while Mary 
Finney of London announced a Diffring fan club. ..Lou Hamel was looking for 
ads from horror films...and the magazine BEM (Bug Eyed Monsters) was 
announced at 25° per copy from BuPol Publishing in Ohio, the contents of the 
first issue being a complete list of the books of ER Burroughs, plus a bio, and 
an sf quiz among other pieces. 

*Reader Dave Butler of San Jose, CA, was offering copies of the novel 
PHANTOM OF THE OPERA. ..but perhaps the most unique service was from 
David Sisson who, for $1.00, was offering to hand-color black and white 
monster stills to your specifications.

According to a recent press conference held in New York City, a new Bat- 
man film will go into production shortly for 1982 release. Producer Mike 
Uslan guarantees that this will be the Batman of the 40s, mysterious and 
shadowy, a dark and dread figure of the night. The $15,000,000 production 
will avoid entirely the ‘‘camp’’ image created for the TV series of the mid- 
sixties.

FLASH A SMASH 


Despite Dino De Laurentiis’ reputation for mangling the fantasy and sf pro- 
jects he touches--KING KLUNK and ORCA among these--he has, from all ap- 
pearances, and with the help of Director Mike Hodges and a terrific cast-- 
made a top-notch film in FLASH GORDON. 

The staff of the GE was invited to a screening of an hour of the film (without 
musical score and optional effects), and what we saw was magnificent. Star 
Sam Jones looks the part, and though his acting is rather dry, he receives 
unbelievable support from Melody Anderson as Dale, Topol (star of FIDDLER 
ON THE ROOF) as Zarkov, but most especially by Max von Sydow as Ming 
and Timothy Dalton as Prince Barin. 

The miniature models--particularly the jungles of Barin’s home world--are 
superb. The sets are even more impressive, and what we saw of the battle 
scenes is enough to rouse Im-Ho-Tep from 3000 years of slumber. There are 
magnificently costumed Hawkmen (led by the excellent Brian Blessed) who 
wing through the skies like their namesakes, and scooter-rockets which 
carry flash to Dale’s aide in the explosive finale. Flash, a pro football player for 
the NY Jets, even does a nifty bit of tackling against the minions of Ming 
when they try to embarrass him before the Emperor. 

Though the script, by Lorenzo Semple Jr. (of KONG and BATMAN fame), 
has its camp moments, the actors deliver their lines so expertly, and the 
Situations devised are so thrilling, that one tends to overlook these tacky 
moments. 

In all, from the condensed version of the film screened, this is true to Flash 
Gordon as we know him, and is shaping up as the most anxiously awaited 
film of the season. More in upcoming months! 


THAT’S ALL, FOLKS! 


The five year mission of the starship Enterprise--extended by a short-lived 
cartoon series and a $43,000,000 motion picture--is over. At feast, for the 
forseeabie future. 

Paramount Pictures has officially rejected Gene Roddenberry's screenplay 
for STAR TREK Il, and the producer is clearing out his office on the studio jot. 
The film, which was to focus on the hostilities between the Klingons and the 
Federation, would also have starred all of the series actors. William Shatner, 
Leonard Nimoy, and their associates had agreed to do this film when they 
signed to do the first. 

Apart from their disappointment with the box office returns on STAR TREK: 
THE MOTION PICTURE, Paramount does not think they would get the exten- 
sive licensing revenue they raked in on toys, games, books, etc., from the 
first film. At this year’s Toy Fair in New York, many exhibitors told FM that 
they were shocked by the low sales of STAR TREK toys. Several manutac- 
turers went so far as to cancel toys which were about te go into production. 

Plans to re-release the first TREK film are on-again, off-again, though at the 
present time, they are definitely off. The film is expected to surface as a 
video-cassette and on ABC TV in the near future. ABC, as was reported in our 
column TREK TALK, paid $10,000,000 for the right to show the film-- 
handing over the money while STAR TREK was still before the cameras! 

Pocket Books, although extremely disappointed in the sales of their TREK 
books--only the Roddenberry novel did well--will nonetheless continue te 
release titles related to STAR TREK through early 1981, the latest to be an- 
nounced being a STAR TREK ENCYCLOPEDIA. 

Despite the gloomy news for Trekkies, Paramount is not yet dismantling 
the sets built for the movie. Though Paramount claims they may reconsider a 
TREK project in 1981, the likelihood is that the sets will pop up in other sf pro- 
jects.
